Nevertheless they remain footpaths 
still. the new specialties often rep- 
resent two paths crossing each other 
and using for little space common 
meeting ground instead merging 
like think the trends 
science always do. 


becomes imposing task for 
one individual stay abreast with 
the information within his own spe- 
cialty and impossible one 
for him keep with the infor- 
mation and ideas accumulated his 
general field, let alone those cog- 
nate areas which impinge upon his 
interests.

seminated, the best means ex- 
change have speakers who speak 
the cross roads may force the 
simile further. the past three years 
which have followed the pro- 
grams closely, have noticed trend 
the direction symposia and gen- 
eral reviews.

There are other very practical 
problems science teaching and the 
Annual Meeting could well time 
for discussing, and sometimes, par- 
tially resolving them. Particularly

The Academy received most cor-

Following act the State Leg- 
1951, and the approval 
Governor Herman Talmadge, the 
first Board Psychological Exami- 


ners was appointed and has finished 
the first year its work. Interest 
this Board and its activities lies 
not only the fact that the 
first such Board Georgia, but 
also the first the United States. 

The qualifications for license are 
the level the doctorate, least 
one year experience applied 
psychology acceptable the Board, 
and evidence competence ap- 
plied psychology. The law provides 
that there shall infringement 
upon the practice medicine, 
interference wth psychologists work- 
ing institutions, business indus- 
trial organizations, recognized reli- 
gious organizations, social welfare 
agencies, federal, state, county, mu- 
nicipal agencies educational 
institutions. The license required 
anyone setting himself pri- 
vate practice applied psy- 


chologist, doing private work for 
fees, aside from his regular employ- 
ment. 

The first State Board Psy- 
chological Examiners consisted 
Edwards, University Geor- 
gia, Herman Martin, Emory Uni- 
versity, and Laurence Ross, Sa- 
vannah. Acting under the grand- 
father clause during the past year, 
thirty-seven licenses have been is- 
sued. Great care has been taken 
justice all applicants. Some 
have not been granted licenses 
being properly other fields, not 
yet being qualified, being out- 
side the state Georgia. 

Worthy note the passing 
the licensing law was the cordial 
good will and cooperation mem- 
bers the medical profession in- 
cluding psychiatrists.
